GRUESOME FIND. 


Half-Naked Body with Head 


Missing is Discovered. 
Circumstances Lead to Belief 
0 Foul Play. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

BAKERSFIELD, Nov. 19.— 
Mangled beyond recognition by 
coyotes and the head severed by 
some sharp instrument, the body of 
a man Was found today in Red Rock 
Canyon in Kern county about a mile 
north .of the Recardo postoffice and 
about sixty miles east of Bakersfield. 
This information came to Bakers- 


field today over the long-distance 
telephone to Dist.-Atty. J. R. Dorsey, 
and was sent by Deputy Sheriff 
Frank’ Baker, at the Crookshank 
ranch in Eastern Kern county. 
With but a few meager details to 
work on and believing that a grue- 
some murder had been committed, 
Dist.-Atty. Dorsey, accompanied by 
Sheriff’ Boone Newell and Coroner 
A. H. Dixon, left here this afternoon 
; for the scene. 

At the time the report was re- 
ceived here, the decapitated head vf 
the man had not been found. 

The corpse had evidently been 
lying in the canyon several days or 
a week; the flesh was torn and 
emaciated by the ravages of coyotes 
and the clothing was also in tatters. 
The exact location of the body 
when found ig not known, but it Js 
believed to have been some distance 
from the road through the canyon 
and hid from the view of passing 
travelers. 

The appearance of the torso shows 
the head to have been severed with 
a sharp instrument, the reduced 
stump of the neck being cleanly cut. 
Diat.-Atty. Dorsey stated today be- 
fore leaving Bakersfield that the cir- 
cumstances of the case, so far as 
known, point to murder. The length 
of time which the corpse had lain 
n the fastnesses of the canyon be- 
fore its discovery will have allowed 
the possible murderer or murderers 
te have escaped, and may have de- 
stroyed any clews left ag to the 
identity of the body or the circum- 
stances of the man’s violent death. 
The emaciated remains will be 
brought to Bakersfield folwwing 
the investigation of the probable 
tragedy. It is hoped that sufficient
